REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose or fairly teach a support for pneumatically blocking an optical 
lens, the support comprising a gasket, the annular portion of the gasket deforming in 
compression over a width of the gasket at least three times greater than the thickness of 
the gasket. The closest art, to Coburn, teaches the use of a gasket, but does not teach 
the ratio of compressed width to thickness. The examiner agrees with applicant, as set 
forth in the arguments of 05 September 2008, that as Coburn does not function as 
applicant's device, that one of ordinary skill would not consider it obvious to modify 
Coburn to meet the claimed ration of compressed width to thickness.
